The Western fruit grower is 
in the hands of you people and 
y)ii have the long end of the 
ropeonthera. You are at the 
mvket and he is atarvinir. 

I am in the center of the great 
apple belt, of Washington and if 
the grower'liere doesn't get a 
better price this year, away goes 
a big per cent of the orchards 
here. Lota haven't been able to 
live and pay their taxes for the 
past three years, for there was 
no marlcet here for all their ap- 
ples. The prices the dealer offers 
when you figure tiie freight from 
here to the market there, you can 
see where the profit goes. 

I was also very much surprised 
to see the site of the apples 
here, they do not average up 
with the Ky., apple on old trees 
In any means. The fine larj?e 
apples we see come tMck there 
are grown on the yomger or* 
chards, and if the orchards 
there had one-half the attention 
th^y have to set here, yoo 

would be away ahead. 

This is a great grain and hay 
country «mI it pays better than 
fniita, sotiiers where it is 
. drifting as fait as it can go. I 
f have 4een Mfti'iM acres ofo^ 
chardi that wtr* grubbed out 
this year. 

As a comparison, I get fine ap- 
ple? delivered in my hOlM here 
at 4U centH per bushel, now see 
what you pay. 

1 hope you will succeed in or- 
ganizing and It will be three 
years btfere I can join yon, bat 
I will keep you poated as to the 
condition of stuff in the West. 
There is about one- fourth of 
a crop of appVs here this year.
